Operation is even simpler than 
the idea itself. Turn crank No. 1 
and discover that “locale of our 
story is—"You’ll find out where it 
is later.”

The 
film was so bad they shelved it, but 
this didn’t prevent the same com- 
pany giving the kid another picture 
at the same figure. 

Of the men making films regu- 
larly here under contract only Du 
pont, Hitchcock, Wilcox and Savill 
get real money, with Walter Sum 
mers coming in close. 

Men like Walls, Elvey and Ray 
mond get good figures, but work 
spasmodically, having sufficient 
name to play themselves for the 
right contract Walls is tied to 
British and Dominions, who have 
found a rich uncle, and is well set 
there. Elvey has a two-color pro- 


cess and Raymond travels round the

The Minister of Labor has called 
a conference to examine into the 


whole subject of foreign musicians’ 
employment. A session was held in 
the ministry presided over by M 
Picquenard, chiet of the foreign 
labor bureau. A group of govern- 
ment officials, officers of the Union 
about 20 night club proprietors and 
a number of agents, among then 
being Henry Carson for the man- 
agement of the Embassy club 
Henri Lartigue in behalf of the 


managements of the 


Ciro, Michodiere clubs in Paris, and 
the casinos in Cannes, Deauville, 
La Baule, Contrexeville, were pres- 
ent 

Already the effect upon official- 
dom is apparent in the new pro- 
cedure. The ministry is consulting 
with the Musicians’ Union in grant- 
ing permanent working permits, 
which means that the o. k. usually 
is refused. 

Only short, temporary permits 
are obtainable and the union now 
is demanding that the ministry re- 
fuse all new applicants as well as 
turn down all requests for renewal 
of temporary permits, when they 
expire. Outcome of this procedure 
means the prompt ousting of all 
American orchestras now here 
Billy Arnold, admitted under the 
old system, is the only American 
outfit definitely o. k’ed. 

Influence 

Influence upon officials of the 
Union is easily explained by the 
voting power of the membership. 


Evidence of this is apparent in the 
Ministry’s refusal to permit 
Lartigue to represent the cabaret 
owners, because he was vehement 
in his objections to a system that 
would substitute inferior bands, 
mostly local, for the imported or- 
chestras. He took the position that 
such a course would be bad for 
business at the casinos and night- 
clubs. 


The ultimate decision probably 
will be against the foreigners, but 
it likely will be deferred until after 
the conference scheduled for Nov. 
18. After that all foreign dance 
orchestras will be probably eased 
out of the country upon the expira- 
tion of their temporary working 
permits. In like manner individual

All, however, play up the type of film and story in a pointed 
manner through reading matter. 

On this page in the lower left is an ad from Paris indicating one of 
Par’s foreign talkers duped from a regular release. Above, on the right, 
is an ad from Manila, P. L, where Broadway is also a lure, 

Striking off a conglomeration of such varied ads on the world’s cross 
section in film advertising brings out more than mere advertising or 
what is being played. Writers can get a pretty definite idea of plot type 
and what might sell to pictures or—if they are imaginatively analytical, 
might even learn what has been over-utilized, 

As such the layout begets more importance to the industry in general. 
Here, illustration and typography, plus reading matter, can conjure a 
day’s goings on behind the film gates, 

There’s high powered radio talk in that Chicago ad on “Amos ’n’ Andy.” 
Idea seemingly is local and still intact with the steam-geared thinking 
of the film end the local advertiser has used some imagination for a dif- 
ferent quirk. The ad stood out both in size and interest from the page 
it was clipped, 

Maybe worth mentioning that the Fox ad from Detroit was copped a

Present conditions, in the opinion 
of showmen whose experience dates 
far back, is the worst within mem- 
ory in the number of actors out 
o” work. Men and women alike. 

Estimated number of stage people 
in New York unable to secure the- 
atrical work at present is conserva- 
tively placed at 15,000. That is a 
terribly depressing total for the 
show business. It includes all 
branches and actors only. 

In New York the theatrical un- 
employment situation is particularly 
heartbreaking because of the for- 
mer high standing of so many of 
the present unfortunates. Applica- 
tion blanks for extra work in pic- 
tures are filled with hundreds of 
records telling of rich, notable and 


lengthy past stage careers. But 
few talking pictures are made 
around New York. 

In Hollywood, the other im- 


portant theatrical employment cen- 
ter of the country, specializing in 
pictures, the situation is somewhat 
different. Majority of the idle are 
novices without acting experience 
outside elementary screen work. All 
but a few are there because of 
ambitions to crash the _ picture 
heights. They have no dreams of 
a colorful career in the theatre. 

In New York there is no room for 
them on stage or in pictures, ex- 
cepting a meal ticket .pot now and 
then in the extra mob. The mobs 
used in eastern picture producing 
would be considered small extra 
groups ta Hollywood. 


Legit and Vaude 


Legit and vaude have greatly de- 
creased the number o<7 stage people 
employed. Broadway shows with 
large casts are rare nowadays. Most 
of the musicals in thus far this sea- 
son are contented with short chorus 
lines of 12 or 16 girls and 10 or 12 
boys. Cut in principals is propor- 
tionate. Dramas average seven to 
nine principals. 

In addition to the inroads and 
in the number of 
vaude-playing theatres, the vaude 
and variety circuits have consid- 
erably shortened their bills and are 
now using lesa acts per house than 
ever before. R-K-O alone will spend 
more than $4,000,000 less in acts’ 
salaries in ’30-'31 than last season.

cerned. At a bcoking meeting it 
was decided R-K-O will book no 
more turns from England for more 
than a week over here until prov- 
ing value before American audi- 
ences. 

This, in the future, leaves it sole- 
ly up to English variety artists by 
assuring them of nothing until they 
have arrived both ways. In coming 
to America henceforth, with R-K-O 
playing in mind, the English acts 
will be gambling on their own on 
American vaude., 

-K-O’s booking office declares 
this is no ban against the English 
actors but a protective measure for 
the circuit and American turns. 

If what has been seen is the best 
England can offer, states R-K-O, it 
|is justified in refusing to obligate 
j} itself and its theatres to foreign 
| acts until they are a proven quan- 
| tity. 

At Publix it was stated that cir- 

cuit has not considered following 
| R-K-O in the foreign acts problem 

Publix declares it is satisfied so far 
| with the small number of English 
imported. for its presentation 
| theatres. 

The other major American vaude 
circuit, Loew’s, does not import 
English material for its own use, 
booking foreign acts only after they 
are here and established. 

England Plays More 

England in the past three seasons 
has booked and played possibly 150 
or 200 American acts. America in 
the same period has played prob- 
ably 35 English acts. Percentage 
of American flops in England 
against English flops in America is 
extremely low. 

The English bookers and theatres 
do not guarantee American vaude 
acts any appreciable bookings and 
salaries unless pretty well assured 
that they will make good. An Eng- 
|lish agent now in New York book- 
ing acts for over there is offering 
a week in England to American 
vaudevillians and nothing further. 
It will cost the acts boat fares and 
the other traveling expenses to play 
the English single vaude week. It’s 
left to the act to decide whether 
to take a chance and gamble on a 
iclick to bring further bookings. 
| Some acts of late have been of- 
| fered but two weeks abroad to start 
over there.

DIAMOND UNDER BAIL 


Held for His Own 
Shooting Inquiry—Still in Hospital 


as Witness 


Believing that Jack “Legs” Dia- 
mond may leave the jurisdiction of 
the New York court after he is re- 
leased from the Metropolitan Hos- 
pital on Welfare Island in about two 
weeks, District Attorney Crain 
caused Diamond to be held Monday 
in $25,000 bail as a material wit- 
ness. Crain wants to have Diamond 
as a witness before a grand jury 
Which will on Nov. 17 conduct a 
“John Doe” investigation into the 
shooting of the racketeer on Oct. 12 
in the Hotel Monticello. 

At the request of the District At- 
torney, Judge Collins of General 
Sessions visited Diamond and he 
was arraigned while in bed in the 
hospital. It is believed that when 
Diamond leaves the institution his 
attorneys will seek to have him re- 
leased under lower bail. 

The third week’s probe into the 
Diamond shooting has made little 
progress as far as finding out who 
his assailants were. Several per- 
sons have been repeatedly ques- 
tioned. Crain for over half an hour 
questioned the gangster. Diamond 
told the prosecutor he could not 
identify the shooters. He told in 
detail the circumstances leading up 
to it, declaring three men and pos- 
sibly four attacked him while he 
was alone in room 829 of the hotel. 
He insisted he had no enemies who 
wished to “bump him off,” and he 
insisted he was a “good guy” who 
“never did anybody any harm.” 

The District Attorney got little 
information from Diamond as to 
the would-be killers.

vindicated of a charge of immorality 


by the Appellate Division of the 
N. Y. Court of Special Sessions and 
her conviction was reversed by a 
vote of two to one. Justice John 
J. Freschi, presiding, declared that 
the evidence adduced at the trial in 
the Magistrate’s Court was insuf- 


ficient 


to warrant a conviction. 
Mrs. Hammerstein is at present in 
europe. Justice McInerney, who 


voted to sustain the conviction, de- 


clared the question rested on

Mrs. Hammerstein was arrested

Among 
them are “Nina Rosa” and “Up 
Pops the Devil” and “Ladies All,” 
the latter trailing and not making 
much money. They are also in on 
“Princess Charming” (really pro- 
duced ty young managers (Connolly 
and Swanstrom). The Shuberts are 
also backing “This One Man” in to- 





tal. That show is in doubt (Lubin 
and Krakauer, young producers, 
have it). 


Their best bet on tour is Ethel 
Barrymore in “Scarlet Sister Mary.” 
It has not yet appeared in New 
York. “Bird in Hand” is reported 
only fair. Shubert musicals out of 
town are reported particularly bad. 
“So This Is Paris” is reported get- 
ting from $10,000 to $12,000 weekly; 
gross of “Street Singer” in Pitts- 
burgh reported around $10,000; 
“Three Little Girls,” light as it was 
here; “The Land of Smiles,” new 
musical slated for Jolson's, reported 
brought in for repairs. 

That is why the Shuberts are 
now rumored scouting for associate 
producers as Erlanger’s had done. 
Shuberts tried that method a year 
or two ago, but apparently picked 
the wrong people, although there 
may have been other reasons.

New System

stores. Again broached is the for- 
mation of a central ticket agency 
the same idea broached long ago b} 
Joe Leblan;: 

According to the constitution ol 
the League of New York Theatres 
members are supposed to have com- 
mitted themselve to the plan for 
two years. When the brokers served 
notice they were quitting, it was 
expected that move would be an out 
for managers to depart too. The 
League contemplated the legal as- 


pect and even figured on attempt- 


ing to enjoin any member from 
walking out. Monday's action made 
that unnecessary. 


The League also contemplated ac- 


tion against gyp agencies. Its coun- 
gel, O'Brien, Malevinsky and Dris- 
coll, expects to curtail excessive 
over-charging by injunctive meth- 
ods. On the grounds that tickets 
are not merchandise but a license, 
they believe relief can be secured 
from the eourts. 

Whereas the League’s system olf 
ticket control appears to have not 
been workable, it has not been 
wasted’ effort. Throughout the 
ranks of the agencies the tendency 
now is to hold down excess pre- 
Miums. Knowing that they were 
leaving the League, most of the 


brokers started charging more thar 
he stipulated 75 cents premium.

Expenses were to have 
been secured by the theatres pay- 
ing 1% on the tickets sold by the 
agencies How funds are to be 
raised from now on is up to the 
ways and means committee. It was 
indicated that if peace is made with 
the brokers, the latter may on 
sider assuming the debt incurred 
to date. One of the Leagrue’s ex 
pense items is the $25,000 salary to 
Harlow D, Savage, its executive 
secretary. He is said to have been 
engaged for two years. 

It is not unlikely that the man- 
agers will do business with cer- 


tain agencies whom they feel are 
}of service. That n.ight force some 
of the others out of business. Even 
some agency men say that would 


not be a bad idea, considering the 
methods of some agencies in the 
past. 

John Golden and Arthur Ham- 
merstein protested the rule that 
permitted agencies to return ticket 
at 7:30 nightly and the former 
claimed he was losing money be- 
‘ause the tickets were not in the 
box office at his theatre (“That's 
Gratitude”).
